These treaties were based upon tbe 
true American spirit and designed to pro 
mote the welfare of our people and tbe 
commercial greatness of our country. 
The geographical situation and resources 
of the West and South made this policy 
peculiarly beneficial to these sections 
our country. Such outlets would enlar 
the markets for the manufacturing which 
must surely arise in those localities. 
Again, the state bordering on the Gulf of 
Meiico would lie nearest and most ac 
ceasible to this market, and through the 
building of cotton mills, tbe developmeni 
of iron mines, tbe construction of iron 
furnaces, and the extenaion of industries, 
Which are now taking place in the ne' 
South, they would be furnished with 
more sccessible market than could be 
found in any other quarter. Besides it 
would encouruge ship building and the 
establishment of ship yards in Mobile, 
New Orleans and Galveston Neither the 
West nor the South could expect to find 
a market for their manutactures in 
rope. It seems as if this bill was espec- 
ially designed to benefit those sections of 
the United States. It is a most arte 
f fUf fact that the representatives from tbe 
Western and Southern states should have 
been so blindfd to the future commi 
welfare of thel' constituents as tbey were 
when tbey joined hands with Mr. Cleve- 
land and his Pree-trade associates and 
wiped this law from tbe statute book. 
The repeal of thU law was certainly an 
injury to the trade the United States 
Ta prevent at once the United States from 
gaining foothold lo South aad Central 
America would osUainly confer a great 
favor on Great Britain During the last 
twenty years England has been suffering 
severely from competition in China, Ja- 
pan and India.

Wheat 80 cents a bushel ! ! 
Strange ! ! 

The Fopocrats said the low price was due to the suspen- 
sion of the free coinage of silver. Yet wheat has risen more 
than 50 per cent, in value since they said it, and with no 
change in the condition of silver. 

Why is it? 

Now they are saying that it is a "conspiracy" with 
Mark Hanna at its head to catch the farmer votes, and that 
wheat will drop immediately after the farmers have voted. 

Of course, the statement is absurd, but so are all their 
other assertions, relative to free silver and free trade. 

But what is the real cause? 

Here is the opinion of Mr. O. S. Betts, an old merchant 
of Chicago, and a clear headed business man. In a published 
letter on October 21st, he said: 

"In the first place we must recognize the fact that 
"supply and demand" are always to be considered; the second 
is that Liverpool is the great receiving and distributing point 
for the surplus wheat of the world, and we must admit they 
make the price for the wheat of the world, including ours, and 
all will agree that the past four years they have made us a very 
low one. Why is it? Let me say that the Liverpool buyers 
of our wheat are quite as well informed in regard to our crops 
and our requirements for bread and seed as we are, and when 
four years ago they saw our mills and factories closing, with 
thousands of men idle, they rightly judged that we could not 
use so much wheat for home consumption. The facts prove 
that we consumed one-third less wheat in bread in 1895 tnan 
in 1892. Men out of work must live on coarser food. Again, 
they saw that money which had always sought investment in 
(arm products was being withdrawn, placed in banks or safety 
deposit vaults, till business confidence should be restored. 
This, of course, left our markets in a helpless condition. 

•'With nothing to do but wait for Liverpool to. say when 
they wanted our wheat and corn, and what they would give 
(this is almost as bad as to ask them how we should coin our 
money,) the result has been that our American wheat has been 
in the farmer's granary awaiting their demand and price. But 
you are waiting for the answer. 'What put wheat up now?' 
In answering I cannot do better than follow the course of the 
market and the conditions surrounding it. Our wheat crop, as 
every farmer knows, has been a fairly medium one. This can- 
not be said of any other wheat-growing country except France, 
parts of Germany and Russia, India has been almost a total 
failure. This has been known to Liverpool buyers for some 
time past, and that their only source for supplies was to come 
from America. It was known when Mr. Bryan was nominated 
for President. Then the September option for wheat was 60 
cents. Did Liverpool buy, fearing his election and higher 
prices? No; they waited till in August, when the September 
option reached 52 cents, and 45 cents was predicted. And 
Liverpool made no efforts to supply their needs, well knowing 
that the silver craze which was invading our country would not 
restore confidence to capital and cause an old-time investment 
in wheat. Then came the Vermont election, then Maine, fol- 
lowed by a caretul canvass of all the states which showed to a 
certainty that the electoral vote would make William McKin- 
ley our next President. Very soon this idle money began to 
seek investment; confidence was being restored. 

"Men who understood the demand that would come from 
Liverpool for American wheat began to invest, in wheat; the 
price began to move up, as the prospect brightened for a re- 
turn to prosperous business, a reopening of mills, and an ad- 
ministration of our Government that would collect a revenue 
sufficient to meet current expenses. More capital invested in 
wheat, and staid by it — then Liverpool began to offer 55 cents; 
price was 5734 cents. 

"American money(the best in the world)was getting hold 
of the wheat, and said our farmer was not going to compete 
with 1 5 cents a day labor in India any longer; then our price 
moved up to 60 cents; we had commenced to set the price. 
Then Liverpool began to get anxious, then excited; they 
wanted a supply of our wheat, and, seeing the doors of pros- 
perity opening wide to us after November 3d, they commenced 
to lead the advance in the price of our wheat, hoping to supply 
their wants before it reached $1. Selling as it is now at 79 
cents, and Liverpool making an advance each day in offers 
from 1 to 6 cents per bushel, $1 for wheat doesn't look so 
very far away. 

" ' Will it go still higher?' you ask. 'Will these prices 
hold?' I have told you the true condition of the present mar- 
ket. The farmer's vote will have much to do on November 
3d in determining future prices. Ii the election is such as to 
maintain confidence and retain the money invested in wheat 
Liverpool will pay our price. If we start on another four years 
of experimenting capital will go back to the vaults, and Liver- 
pool will set the price again. There is far greater danger of 
England making the price of our wheat and corn than their 
attempting to say how we shall coin our money. Vote loyally, 
and see our wheat $1 and corn 50 cents." 




There la not a slnglenrgument with 
■hlch Bryan begun hla canvass for the 
presidency which has not been over- 
thrown.

This ex- 
amination has demonstrated t hat prices 
have gone up and down not in conform- 
ity with, the rise and Jail of silver but 
te Independently of them.

But this ia a 
iloiu; conjecture which unless ex- 
perience counts for nothing is entitled 
o respect whatever. No naUon ever 
succeeded by resorting to any such 
Mlient in keeping the two metals to- 
gether. Bryuu bus been repeatec% chal- 
lenged to give any substantial reason 
for entertaining such a theory and tbe 
best reply that he can make is that the 
experiment is worth trying. But 
pruUent men tahake their heads and 
stoutjy maintain that It would, be the 
height of recklessness to try on experi- 
ment with unvarying experience 
repudiates and which in case it failed 
would bring unspeoJcable distress to the 
country. 

The alternative Bryunlsm is that free 
coinage would result not in the appre- 
ciation of silver to $1.29 an ounce but In 
cheap money — in 50-ceut dollars.

As with these, so with all the other 
pleas which Bryan has been urging 
from multitudinous stump*-— to ap- 
ply the probe of intelligence to them 
Is to destroy them, lie aasure* "the 
tolling masses" that free silver would 
give them higher wages, but carefully 
refrains from mentioning the crucial 
consideration that during inflation eras 
wages never advance either as fast or as 
far as prices. Between I860 and «.88S, 
for example, prices went up 116 per 
cent, and wages only 43 per cent It la 
eearoely m eoessary to say anything In 
regard to the plank* of Bryan's plat- 
form apart from free silver— the plank* 
which invit* anarchy, which look to 
the degradation of the supreme court, 
which would violate the sanctity of 
contracts. His desperate attempts to, 
defend these shameless propositions* 
have simply served to convince fairy 
minded people that they were indefensi- 
ble, so many Insult* to patriotism. 

In a word, th* longer Bryan speaks, 
the deeper becomes the general convic- 
tion that be has nothing to say. On hla 
own showing, ont of hi* own mouth, he 
stands convicted at tie bar of public 
opinion of having no case.- Rochester

Who is tbe rich man? now much 
does a man have to own before he be- 
comes a rich man? In this day there is 
so much talk about the two dosses that 
one would imagine Mm there la aolear, 
dividing line, distinct as that which ' 
separated Dives from Lazarus, but there 
Isn't. We look at the extremes anil 
marking tbe wide difference we forget 
all about the great middle, class, and 
we cry out: "Tho rich .ire growing- 
richer nnd the poor ore growing poor- 
There is now heard the dally appeal 
to those who are discontented or en- 
vious that something must be done to 
better their condition and that this 
something must be of a leveling pro- 
cess. Something must be token from 
the multi-millionaires and added to the 
man who has little or nothing. Such 
seems the most catchy theory of re- 
form, and It Is upon this theory that 
the leader of the free-silver cause ap- 
peals to the passion and greed of men. 
He pictures the rich as being agalnat 
the |»or, and talks about the oppres- 
sion of the money power. As we all 
know, those who are classed as cap- 
italists do uot have their wealth in ready 
money, but in properties.

Thut properties 
exceed monies is evident from the offi- 
cial reports, which show that the as- 
seated valuation in the United State* 
per capita amounts to $407.18, while on 
the same date the per capita of money 
amounted to $22.82.

Chicago, Oct 28.— A wild shriek thst 
continued to grow in volume went up 
from the big crowd* lining the ap- 
proach to the Union depot, when Hry- 
'an's special pulled in at 3:30 p. in. 
Tuesday, exactly on time. 

The police were almost powerless in 
their attempt to keep the shouting en- 
thusiasts from overwhelming the can- 
didate and his wife and it was only by 
a hard struggle that they 
were pushed, pulled and wedged 
to a stairway leading to 
the street This proved an island of 
aafety, for the police turned on the ex- 
cited mob following Mr. and Mrs Bry- 
an and kept them from going further. 
A great cheer went up as the candidate 
stepped Into a carriage drawn by four 
white horses. After some delay the 
procession started, the carriage con- 
taining Mrs. and Mrs. Hryan passing 
through a double, line of political 
organizations which fell into line and 
followed after it. The central com- 
mittee of the Cook county people's 
party organization; the central com- 
mittee of the democratic party of Cook 
county; the presidents and secretaries 
of democratic and silver clubs of Cook 
county; the Carter Harrison associa- 
tion.

Over Nine Million Dollars Required 
for the Next Fiscal Year.

Wamhnotos, Oot. 27.— The naval 
ordnance bureau requires over $9,000,- 
000 next year, of which $7,000,000 is 
needed for the armament of new ves 
sels already authorized. The annual 
report of Corn. Sampaon. chief of ord- 
nance, shows 71 big breech loading 
rifles have been completed this year, 
and that more than half of the 
required smaller g-una are now in use. 
The difficulty of securing a proper 
brown prismatic powder is shown by 
tho fact that while «1»9.847 pounds were 
accepted last year, K.13,700 were reject- 
ed. Efforta have therefore been in- 
creaaing to perfect smokeless powder 
manufacture. The contractors have 
delivered over 2,000 tons of plates up tc 
October i, of which 1,075 tons were 
Harveyized. The average cost per tor 
which in 1895 was 8«tt.2tS was this year 
$451.73. Wotlce is taken of the first 
foreign orders for armor ever placed in 
this country, Uussia having contracted 
with the Carnegie and llothleherr 
works for 1,000 and 8,000 tons respect, 
ively. In referring to the delivery oi 
the new small arm, of which 10.00( 
have been ordered, the very small cali 
bre of which has been criticised, Com- 
modore Sampson declares "that at thi 
prtsent moment no nation having any 
pretentions to military or naval powei 
has in contemplation any other chang» 
in the caliber of its small arms than a 
still further reduction." 

The navy now has 112 Whitehead 
torpedoes in use, 180 more being hold 
in reserve for new ships and torpedr 
boats. All the six-inch rilles in tht 
service are being changed to rapid fir* 
weapons.
